“A TIME-HONORED GAME

One such Solitaire variation, which 
in addition to its therapeutic value 
teaches youngsters how to tell time, 
is called, appropriately, “Round he 
Clock.” To play this game, deal in a 
circle twelve stacks of four cards 
each, face down, and another stack 
of four cards face down in the cen- 
ter of the circle. 

The twelve stacks represent the 
figures on a clockface (I, II, III, and 
on around) and they also represent 
the numbers on the cards (Ace, 2, 3, 
Jack XI, and Queen XII.
